_ It is a rare thing indeed in the realm of 
folk musie for a trio to own a hit record- 
ing. But that’s exactly what the Carlisles 
have managed to achieve with their spark- 
ling rendition of “No Help Wanted,” 
which at this writing enjoys the Number 
One spot in the country and Western 
music parade. Single acts, such as Hank 
Snow, Eddy Arnold and Webb Pierce, 
usually bask in the limelight, while duos 
like Lulu Belle and Scotty or Johnnie and 
Jack often attain outstanding success. But 


' for some reason, trios have not been able 


to hit with any regularity. The only con- 
clusion we can reach regarding this 
somewhat unusual occurrence is that the 
Carlisles have something extra special. 
One of the most versatile singing 
groups around, the Carlisles first gainod 
popularity with their smash Mercury wax- 
ing of “Too Old To Cut The Mustard,” 
which was one of the top-selling folk re- 
cords of 1952. They are led by Bill 


’ Carlisle, who is ably assisted by his cousin 


Betty Carlisle and Roy Sneed, who sings 
bass. Bill is married and has two fine 
children, Sheila and Billy. Whenever he 
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can take time off from his personal ap- 
pearances and song-writing, Bill likes 
nothing better than a quiet afternoon of 
fishing with Tillman Franks, the group’s 
manager. 


The Carlisles have been featured over 
several radio stations, including WSM 
(Nashyille, Tenn.) and KWKH (Shreve- 
port, La.) They were regular members: of 
KWKH’s “Louisiana Hayride” for the past 
several months and at the present time 
are on a nation-wide personal appearance 
tour. When they performed at the “Big 
‘D’ Jamboree” in Dallas, Texas, on March 
14, they drew the largest crowd that has 
ever been recorded there — over 7,000 
persons. i ; 


Following up “No Help Wanted” with 
another top disc, the Carlisles have come 
through with a merry novelty tune call- 
ed “Knothole,” which is already denting 
the best-seller lists. Whenever he’s asked 
about it, Bill Carlisle says, “Why, it’s just 
a plain ole every-day knothole that needs 
looking into” — and that’s exactly what 
everyone seems to be doing.

His records are spinning on juke boxes, 
djs are pluggmg his name and every 
tune he records crops up among the top 
ten. He is one of the top folk sing- 
ers in the country, and his name is Marty 
Robbins. : 


Marty is 2 dyed-in-the-wool product of 
the West, having been born in Glendale, 
Arizona, September 26, 1925. He has an 
inborn love of the West and the music 
that portrays it so vividly. Marty attend- 
ed grammar school in Peoria, Arizona, 
and high school in Glendale. He composed 
his first song while still in his teens and 
had it recorded on an independent label. 
The tune was called “Heartsick” and it 
took the. local citizens by storm. Marty 
wasn’t too serious about his singing career 
at first, and after working at several odd 
jobs, he donned navy blue during the 


early years of World War II. 


He served with Uncle Sam for three 
years, two of them in the South Pacific, 
and to pass away the long hours, Marty 
picked up his first guitar. He got the feel 
of musie again and decided’ to concentrate 
on the guitar as a career. This is a little 
strange, since most Western . performers 
start “pickin’ and singin’” at a very early 
age, but as the old saying goes “better late 
than never.” 


When Marty finished his hitch in the 


Navy, he returned to Arizona and started 
his professional career in 1947 with a 
group of popular local entertainers. He 
sang and played his own guitar aeccompani- 
ment with Radio Station KTYL in Mesa, 
Arizona. It was a small outlet, but it 
gave him the experience to season a per- 
former for the long climb up the ladder of 
success. Marty worked hard and won 2 
loyal and large following. Soon he moved 
up to a bigger station, KPHO in Phoenix. 
Here he was given a half-hour show in 
the morning, five days a week, called 
“Chuck Wagon Time.” By that time, 
Marty had organized his own band, the 
“K-Bar Cowboys,” and soon they were the 
talk of the town. Television beckoned, and 
he worked on his own show four times a 
week over KPHO-TY. 


Marty decided to tour the States and 
off he went to appear as a guest on the 
Grand Ole Opry. In addition, he began te 
record for Columbia and was such a big 
hit on both, that he was signed as a 
regular performer on the Opry. With all 
his personal appearances, Marty still has 
time to turn out top songs for Columbia, 
such as “Love Me Or Leave Me Alone,’ 
“Tomorrow You'll Be Gone” and “Crying 
’Cause I Love You.” Marty’s rendition of 
“T’ll Go On Alone” is currently one of the 
top folk tunes along with “I Couldn’t Keep 
From €rying.” :

Of all the folk singers to achieve fame 
and renown during the past 25 of 30 
years, James “Charles Rodgers was _per- 
haps the most fabulous and colorful. Al- 
though his entire musical career cover- 
ed a span of only five years, he managed 
in that brief time to give to the world a 
collection of songs that encompassed every 
subject imaginable. Sweet music, the 
blues, risque ditties; songs for cowboys 
gamblers, hobos, sweethearts, mothers, 
fathers, babies — Jimmie Rodgers had a 
message for everyone. And this message 
fame straight from a heart as big as the 
Southland he loved so dearly, 


Born on September 8, 1897, in Meridian, 

Mississippi, Jimmie literally grew up it 

the railroad yards near his home town.

Although he struggled valiantly to hold his 
job, the heavy duties of a brakeman were 
just too much for his weakened condition. 
Several times he landed in some charity 
hospital while his wife and two baby 
daughters were left to manage as best { 
they could. It scemed that the struggling 
little family had already had more than 
its share of jlife’s troubles, when the 
younger child, June, passed away. Jimmie 
felt that things couldn’t possibly get. 
worse. And they didn’t. 


Aaron Rodgers ‘and son 
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Hoping that a change of scenery~ and 

climate would be good for both sick lungs 
and sick hearts, the Rodgers family — 
“Jimmie, Carrie and Anita — went to 
Arizona for a while. As Jimmie’s health 
began to return, he picked up his guitar 
and began playing tent shows through- 
out the country. Soon he organized the 
famous Jimmie Rodgers Entertainers, and, 
although Jimmie earned barely enough. to 
support his family, these were among the 
happiest years of his life. 

One day, while touring the Southeastern 

states, Jimmie happened to hear that an 
R.C.A. Victor talent scout named Ralph 
Peer was giving auditions in Bristol, Va. 
—Tenn. The unknown performer talked his 
way into the studio and, in the presence 
of his wife and baby, recorded “The 
Soldier’s Sweetheart,” a tune taken from 
World War I. After months of waiting, 
the first royalty check for his record 
came — 2 heartbreaking $27.00. This 
prompted Jimmie to remark to his wife: 
“Thought I’d found my alley, Mother. 
Still think so. But — doggone — it sure 
is slippery!” 

They say that, with a few exceptions, 
success comes slowly, and Jimmie Rodgers 
“was not one of the exceptions. However, 
the royalty checks began coming in 
regularly, increasing in amount each time 
— and better than this, Jimmie was allows 
ed to make more records for Victor. His 
songs swept the country. like wild-fire, 
the checks kept coming just as fast, and 
James Charles Rodgers, ex-brakeman, was 
the singing sensation of the entire country. 

The height of Jimmie’s success came 
during the depression years. For, there is 
nothing like music to cpaitons people ee Blue Yodeler's Paradise — The $50,000 home 
in hard times — and the music 0 : y 2 2 : 
Seine Rodgers was the people’s type built by Jimmie Rodgers in Kerrville 
of music. Songs like “Sleep, Baby Sleep,” 
“Away Out On A Mountain,” “Prankie 
And Johnnie” and the popular “Blue 
Yodel” series left a lasting impression on 
all who heard them. 

Money, cars, gifts from his fans, a 
beautiful home in Kerrville, Texas, new 
friendships all these things passed be- 
fore Jimmie’s eyes much too quickly. That 
“Old T.B.,” as he referred to his worst 
and only enemy, was steadily catching up 
with him. In spite of failing health, 
Jimmie went to New York to record 24 
songs — but he only finished 12. For, his 
old enemy gained its final victory over 
him on the twenty-sixth of May, 1933. 
Three days later, “America’s Blue Yodel- 
er” was laid to rest in Meridian beside 
his baby daughter.

He 
will also do some dise jockey work there. 
Jimmie can now be heard on the Intro 
label. 

Wade Ray is riding the crest of his 
high-selling records, “Walk Softly, 
Darling” and “I Was Just Walking Dut 
The Door.” He has gone on a tour for the 
summer with his band. 

Noel Boggs is now at Cow Town with 
his band. He is filling the vacancy left by 
Wade Ray. 

Little Jimmy Dickens made an appear- 
ance at Riverside Rancho for Marty 
Landau. A great number of people turn- 
ed out to wish Jimmy lots of luck. 

As for me, I’m living the life of a very 
busy man! The Jack McElroy TV show on 
Channel Four five afternoons per week, a 
radio dise jockey show on KFVD six 
afternoons a week, and my own show on 
Channel Thirteen every Thursday even- 
ing. Friday and Saturday nights find me 
at Town Hall in Compton, California, with 
Eddie Kirk and his wonderful band. 
Wesley Tuttle, Eddie Dean and Cousin 
Joe and Rosie Lee Maphis are old stand- 
bys at Town Hall. We now have two new 
stars at the Old Town Hall: Teenie and 
Nelda — The Southern Belles. The 
Southern Belles are sisters and do some 
very beautiful duets. Town Hall is fast 
gaining a reputation for the “dance of 
dances.” é 

Until next issue, this is your old Carrot 
Top saying, “Take care of yourself before 
somebody else has to — and remember, 
life is just what you make it.” 
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Every Saturday, people travel hundreds 
of miles to Shreveport, Louisiana, and 
Radio Station KWKH. They begin lining 
up for tickets early in the evening in 
anxious expectation of the nationally- 
famous “Louisiana Hayride” program. 
This gala folk music festival, beamed 
from the heart of the Bayou country, has 
in five short years attained top-ranking 
status in the hillbilly field. Today it is 
one of the most popular of all the Sat- 
urday night jamboree programs. 


The “Louisiana Hayride” first hit the 
air waves in March, 1948, and began to 
grow rapidly in both talent and: pop- 
ularity. In just a few months, the pro- 
gram was featuring a whole host of big- 
name stars and was winning an _ ever-in- 
creasing number of listeners. When the 
late Hank Williams joined the “Hayride” 
in October of 1948, things really began to 
boom. Hank’s rendition of “Lovesick 
Blues” on one of the broadcasts received 


; seven encores — a record which we doubt 
: : has ever been equalled. 
SLIM WHITMAN GOLDIE HILL Sinee the inception of the show, almost 


every important folk artist in the nation 
has appeared on it, either as a guest or 
regular artist. Many of the nation’s fore- 
most hillbilly performers received their 
start on the “Hayride,” including Webb 
Pieree, Faron Young, Goldie Hill, Janet 
Hicks and many others. 


Headlining the show at this time are 
such outstanding folk personalities as Slim 
Whitman, The Maddox Brothers and Rose, 
The Carlisles, Billy Walker, Red Sovine, 
Johnny Horton, Van Howard, The Rhythm 
Harmoneers, Jimmy Lee, Claude King, 
Janet Hicks, Tommy and Goldie Hill, 
Jimmy Reeves and many more. 

A great deal of eredit for the huge 
success enjoyed by the “Louisiana Hay- 
ride” must be given to Horace Logan, who 
has produced the show from its very be- 
ginning and has personally helped many of 
the artists obtain recording contracts and 
good recording material. Three other fel- 
lows who have contributed no little to the 
“Hayride’s” popularity are Frank Page, 
Hi Roberts and Jim Reeves, who act as

for more than eight years. Yes, Georgie 
first went on the road when he was nine 
years old, appearing throughout Indiana. 
The handsome high school senior appear- 
ed on Horace Heidt’s “Youth Opportunity 
Show,” on which he placed second in the 
Indiana Contest. At the present time 
Georgie runs a 55-minute disc jockey show 
over WBAT, besides starring on the 
“Hoosier Jamboree.” 


It seems only natural that New York, 
the world’s largest city, should also boast 
one of the world’s biggest entertainers in 
country music namely “Tiny” Joe 
Simpson. Take 100 pounds of squeeze-box 
rhythm, plus 100 pounds of sweet 
warbling, plus another 100 pounds of great 
song-writing add all that into one 
package, and you have “Tiny.” The native 
Floridian received his first break back in 


1937 when, at the age of 17, he joined 
Zeb Carter and the “Country Cousins” 
down at the Village Barn in New York 


City. Since that time Joe has played ac- 
cordion for many Western groups, haying 
appeared with Elton Britt and Eddie 
Zack’s Dude Ranch and Hayloft Jamborees 
in Providence and Boston. He also guest- 
ed on “Uncle” Tom George’s “Saturday 
Night, Country Style” program on NBC 
and with Burt Hilber on his Dumont net- 
work television show. Joe’s own group, 
“The Blue Sky Ramblers” are now in 
their sixth month at the Palm Terrace 
in Brooklyn. 


Fred Chapman, Capitol’s new country 
artist, is a Britisher by birth, but strictly 
American when it comes to singing. Born 
in Middleboro, England, February 6, 1918, 
Fred began singing American folk songs 
at the tender age of three under the 
guidance of his mother. Later on _ the 
family came to the U.S. and settled in 
Breslau, Pennsylvania, where Fred won 
first prize in an amateur contest while in 
his teens. This won him a 15-minute, six- 
day-a-week program over WBAX, Wilkes- 
Barre, Pennsylvania. The show continued 
for two years, after which Fred joined 
Earl Taylor’s Revue in 19388 and toured 
the South and parts of Mexico. After 
spending some time in the Air Force dur- 
ing World War II, Fred returned to 
Breslau, where he now has a popular disc 
jockey program, does newscasting and 
fronts a hillbilly and Western show called 
“Cirele ‘C’ With Freddie.” 

Radio Station KCLE in Cleburne, Texas, 
has good reason to be proud of young 
Gene Echols, folk singer, composer, and 
all-around “good guy.” Gene already has

| forty-seven original compositions to his 
credit, and, at the present time is dicker- 
ing with several recording companies for 
a contract. Born in Athens, Texas, April 3, 
1928, the versatile entertainer has been a 
radio announcer for the past six years. 
During this time Gene fronted his own 
Western dance band, playing engagements 
and personal appearances throughout East 
Texas and Louisiana. Now backing Gene 
on both recordings and on the air are 
the “Texas Trailblazers” of Fort Worth. 
One of the real veterans of, the 
country and Western music field is 
Harmie Smith, “The Ozark Mountaineer,” 
who has been a folk entertainer for the 
past 28 years. Harmie began his career 
with the nation’s second-oldest radio sta- 
tion, WSAZ, in Huntington, West Virginia.

Jon Farmer of WAGA and WAGA-TV 
is certainly in a position to know about the 
effects of television on folk music. Be- 
sides emceeing the “TV Ranch” five days 
a week from 12:45 to 1:30 PM, he also 
appears before the screen on Saturdays 
from 1:00 to 2:00 PM and 5:30 to 6:00 
PM. Here’s what Jon has to say on the 
subject. 

“Television has made such a big impact 
wherever it has been started that many 
people who perhaps wouldn’t care to listen 
to a hillbilly record will look at a folk 
show and learn to appreciate the music 
more. The TV show attracts both young 
and old alike, and because of admiration 
for a particular personality, the viewers 
are apt to sing the songs the artists sing

“T think that TV requires a bigger turn- 
over of musical selections, thus exposing 
more songs to the public. In this way, the 
new medium serves as a definite boost to 
the increasing popularity of folk music. 

One of the top hillbilly d.j.’s out around 
Akron, Ohio, is genial Cliff Rodgers of 
WHKK. Cliff has been associated with 
country music for the past 20 of his 37 
years and was delighted at the chance to 
offer his views on the question of folk 
music and TV. 

“When one mentions music of any kind, 
the first thing that comes to mind is the 
infant of the entertainment field, tele- 
vision. At the present time in Ohio, 
country music has not enjoyed an exten- 
sive part of the television schedule. How- 
ever, I believe there is a definite place for 
it in TV. I have done some television 
work, but still prefer radio because 
modern television is trying to place too 
much emphasis on lavish. sets rather than 
on music. At the present time I am work- 
ing on a TV show to be aired on a 
national basis, and the format is very 
simple . . . something you can’t find on 
any screen today.” 


CLIFF RODGERS, WHKK 


Rex and Little Partner of KOCA, Kil- 
gore, Texas, (the “Oil Capital of 
America”), form quite an unusual d.j. duo. 
For, contrary to common belief, the latter 
is a girl and the only female hillbilly disc 
jockey in East Texas. Their programs can 
be heard Monday through Saturday from 
10:00 AM until noon and in the afternoon 
from 4:30 to 6:00. 

“We are all out for television because 
we think it will contribute a lot in increas- 
ing the popularity of hillbilly and Western 
music. As you know, most folk music is 
written from the heart and should be 
sung in the same way. While singing this 
type of music, the artist reveals the true 
meaning of the song by every movement 
of his body and facial expressions. When 
these emotions can be seen.as well as 
heard, they have a greater chance of 
reaching into the viewers’ hearts. We both 
love radio, but we think TV is grand and 
would like to contribute our bit some day.” 
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Getting things started in our discussion 
af the newcomers to the hillbilly scene is 
Sheriff “Tex” Davis of WLOW, Ports- 
mouth, Virginia. This station has been a 
Billboard Magazine award winner from 
1947 — 1952 and is therefore to he re- 
garded as quite an authority on the sub- 


“ject of folk music.
